Heaven is greater than he” (Luke vii, 

28). Large and interested audiences 

attended. He leaves tonight for Oo- 

penhugen and Stockholm. Crowds of 

Jews are reported to have heard him 

during the last three days in Vienna, 
Budapest. Lemberg and Krakow. 

There can be no better illustration 
of the sharp line of distinction between 
the earthly and the heavenly ‘classes 
and their calling than is shown by our 
text, sald Pastor Russell. The great 
Teacher freely attested to the loyalty 
and courage and saintliness of His 
cousin John. as evidenced by the words 
of our text. But if so great and bon- 
orable a Prophet, why could not John 
be a member of the Bride class? Why 
could he not be numbered with the 
disciples of Jesus and be an Apostle, 
or at least a footstep follower? The 
answer is that he was not called to 
the heavenly’ plane, but to the earthly. 
He was honored of God in being made 
one of the Prophets of the Jewish Age 
—the last of them. Although a differ- 
ent honor from that conferred upon the 
Apostles, John's was a great honor and 
we have reason to believe that, under 
Divine providence when perfected in 
the resurrection. he will appreciate the 
earthly blessings and privileges which 
will be his, more than the spiritual and 
heavenly privileges bestowed upon the 
Apostles and the less prominent mem- 
bers of the Church. 

The Lord “will choose our inher- 
Itance for us.“ we read (Psalm xlvil. 4). 
Happy are those who repose implicit 
confidence in Divine goodness and who 
seek to obtain whatever may be God's 
cholce for them. If. we have been 
called with the heavenly calling, let us 
not shrink back and declare ourselves 
unworthy and decline to accept the fa- 
vors of God and to choose an inferior 
position. Let us, rather, be glad to 
say, Thy will be done in my heart, in 
my life, in all my future. “Order Thou 
my steps in Thy Word.” 


A Friend of the Bridegroom. 

Jesus had a two-fold mission:— 

(1) He came “that the world through 
Him might be saved“ -that He might 
give Himself “a ransom for all, to be 
testified in due time” (1 Timothy H, 6). 

(2) Incidentally His mission was to 
proclaim the acceptable year of the 
Lord—the time in which God is willing 
to accept the sacrifices of such as desire 
to walk in the Redeemer’s footsteps, 
and to constitute these the Bride and 
Joint-heir of Messiah. 

John the Baptist referred to the lat- 
ter feature of our Lord's work. saying, 
He that hath the Bride is the Bride- 
groom. but the friend of the Bride 
groom heareth His voice and rejoiceth 
greatly. This. my joy, therefore, is 
fulfilled (Jobn ii, 29. It was not for 
him to be a member of the Bride, but 
he rejoiced to be a friend of the Rride- 
groom. As our Lord's forerunner he 
announced the Bridegroom; he called 
upon the nation of Israel to turn from 
sin, to purify their pearts; to come 
back into harmony with God and thus 
to be prepared to receive the Bride- 
groom and to become the Bride. 80 
far as the nation was concerned John's 
mission was a failure, as God had fore- 
known and foretold. But so far as 
the Bride class was concerned John's 
mission was a success, for, as the 
- Scriptures intimate, those who bellev- 
ed John’s testimony accepted Jesus 
and He accepted them. 


Greatest In the Kingdom. 

We must remember that the Church 
is the Kingdom of God—now lu a 
formative or embryotic state, but in 
the end. by ,“the resurrection,” to be 
spirit beings and partakers with Je- 
us, their Bridegroom, in His wonder- 
ful glory. honor, immortality and 
Kingdom work. This Kingdom class 
is not reigning now. but merely form- 
ing.

The Scriptures clearly show another, 
clase” in of ‘salvation d 
this Gospel Age, quite separate, an 
distinct from the Bride class. These 
ars referred tb in various parts of the 
Scriptures.” They will all be loyal, to 
the extent that they would not deny 
the Lord nor wilfully practise sin. 
Their failure to reach the status of the 
Bride is indicated in an insufficiency 
of zeal in connection with their loyal- 
ty. This class is described in Revela- 
tion vil, 14. They are represented as 
having failed to keep their garments 
unspotted from the world—failed to 
live circumspectly, carefully enough. 
Hence in a great time of trouble in 
the end of this Age these are represent- 
ed as washing their robes and making 
them white in the blood of the Lamb 
and then $y pare up through that trib- 
ulation to glory and honor, but not 
to immortality. nor to the same degree 
of glory and honor as the Church, the 
Bride. The distinction in their glory 
is indicated in that instead of being in 
the Throne they are before it; instead 
of being the Bride, they will serve; in- 
stead of wearing the grown. hey will 
bear palm branches; instead of being 
the Temple, they will be servants in 
the Temple. 

This same class is referred to by the 
Apostle his declaration respecting 
the end of this Age. He intimates that 
some will have an abundant entrance 
(II Peter 1. 11) into the Kingdom. while 
others will be “saved so as by fire" 
G Corinthians iH, 15). The fire of this 
Day will test every man’s work of 
what sort it is. Some will be proved 
to be gold, silver. precious stones. 
These the “fire” will ngt consume. 
Others will be proved to an admix- 
ture of hay and stubble, which will be 
consumed, though themselves will be 
saved from the fire a Corintbians III. 
12, 13). 

The tribe of Levi pictured the entire

the heavenly inheritance. 

As Isaac typified otr Lord, the Re- 
deemer, and as Rebecca typified the 
Bride class, so Rebecca’s maidens typi- 
fied this “great company class. hid 
same thought is brought to our atten- 
tion: in Psalm xiv, where the Bride 
class la pictured as being presented 
to Jehovah In the end of this Age in 
glory, honor and immortality, illustrat- 
ed by raiment of fine needlework and 
gold, Following the Bride come “the 
virgins, her companions, who follow 
ber.“ These also will be greatly hon- 
ored, greatly blessed, though theirs will 
be a less bonor. This "great company 
will not constitute the Kingdom, al- 
though they will be identified with it 
and its wonderful salvation and bless- 
ing for mankind.

Agesting all kinds of things to think 


about. Take out the clock! It has a 
trick in ‘the sickroom of taking a few 
hundred minutes for the minute hand 
to get around, and its tick is most 
ominous at midnight when one can't 
sleep. 

The bed should be placed as near 
a window as possible, and the win- 
dow should always be left ‘down 
from the top.” Any faintly scented 
flowers may be kept in the room. 
Medicines always stay outside. 

The room being now “cleared for ac- 
tion,” we are ready for the patient. 
We have not space to take up the 
nursing of special diseases; but, no 


= 


matter what the case is, one of the 
first duties of the nurse is to give a 
“bed bath,” and to give it without al- 
lowing the. patient to take cold or 
causing too much inconvenience. This 
is n simple operation which Goes not 
require three years’ “nurse training” 
to learn to do. The patient should be 
placed between two blankets, prefer- 
ably cotton blankets. The under blan- 
ket is arranged as follows: Lift the 
patient on one side of the bed by 1 
ing the knees firmly against the bed, 
allowing the patient to grasp the nurse 
with her arms around her neck: The 
nurse puts her arms under the shoul- 
derm and thighs of the patient 
lifts slowly. In this way the best le- 
verage is secured. Now, with the pa- 
tient on the side of the bed, a blanket 
shonld be folded and placed as near 
the patient as possible. Then lift back 
on the bDianket, and the straightening 
of the blanket on the opposite side 
concludea the preparation. The bath 
should generally be given with tepid 
‘water, using a pure, nouscented soap. 
When a bath is given to bring down 
temperature it is advisable to mop for 
several minutes the parts of the body 
where the large arteriés are most su- 
perficial—namely, the neck, under the 
arms and knees and at the elbow. The 
ice cap is a most useful accessory in 
a sickroom, but a hot water bag filled 
with finely crushed ice and squeezed 
to get the air out before screwing on 
the top makes d very good substitute. 
Diginfection after illness, espectally 
after an infectious fever, ig very im- 
portant and may be done in the fol- 
lowing. manner; Close the windows, 


from diagonal corneré. Get a 
lake sbeet; pour pure formuldehyde 
on it and hang it on the string. ‘This 
should be done as rapidly as powalbic. - 
It is well to have a cloth soaked in a 
weak. solution of aromatic spirits of 
ammonia tied across the nose. Breathe 
as few times as possible and shut the 
door tightly when yon get out. Leave 
tug room closed for twenty-four hours. 
Then if, possible open from the out- 
aide, 80 as to keep the irritating va-'

Suppose you have a corner cupboard 
that you hate. Try making the upper 
half of it glass, leading the panes into 
mall. diamonds and rubbing down the 
woodwork until it ceases to look 
cheap. You will be surprised to find 
your bug-bear has become a distinct 
addition to your room. 


Often, an_old-fashioned sideboard 
may be turned into a desirable buffet 
by removing the clumsy top and sub- 
atituting an oblong. mirror to fit the 
wall space. This should be framed in 
wood to match the,sideboard, or one 
of the colonial gilt mirrors can b 
used. 

Sometimes furniture of a bad per- 
dod can be much improved by remov- 
ing. the superfluous decorations, Of- 
ten there are inartistic heads, bunches 
of fruit or garish carving that will 
be found to be merely glued on. 

Ugly chairs can be transformed by 
rubbing down the woodwork and cov- 
ering the seat with leather or horse- 
halr to match the color scheme ot the 
room. 

It is surprising what refinishing will 
do for a cheap oak table. Have it 
done over by some one who under- 
atands getting hard wood effects. In- 
sist upon a dull finish. This wears 
better and looks handsomer. 

If there are too many doors, one can 
be closed and either entirely hidden 
behind some large piece. of furniture, 
or the space can be covered by a 
panel of tapestry, or Japanese em- 
broidery. These may be arranged 
with a panel on each side so that no 
one could suspect the makeshift. 

A window that is too wide or too

Which Is the True Gospel and 
What Must Our Creeds 
Sacrifice In Order to 
Christian Union? 


London, April 2.— 

Pastor Russell ad- 

dressed the huge 

H Convention at 

Royal ‘Albert Hall 

I tonight. Few 

H preachers are 80 

well known in 

Great Britain as 

he. Many of the 

leading newspa- 

pers, both here 

and in 3 publish his weekly 

discourses, He took for his text, “I 

am not ashamed of the Gospel of 
Christ” (Romans i, 16). He said:— 

Let us approach our subject rever- 
ently! With reverence, because many 
of our creeds are white with cen- 
turies. They were the creeds of our 
fathers and mothers. They must not 
be handled ruthlessly, unkindly. But 
we must approach the subject with 
courage because it is a Christian duty. 
For long centuries God's people have 
been divided into sects and parties, 
separated by creedal fences. At one 
time they gloried in their differences 
and destroyed one another in their 
zeal for what they believed to be the 
Truth. 

Now we see more clearly that 
none of our creeds are without flaw. 
Now we are willing—yea, glad, to 
take the Truth wherever we find It 
and to acknowledge the error, though 
it be our own. The oneness of the 
Church requires that we should have 
this courage! The interests of the 
world demand it! We have come here 
realizing that the time for covering 
errors, of which we are ashamed, is 
past; that the time for reverencing 
God and His Word has come. Who- 
ever thus approaches the subject can- 
not fall of a blessing from God. in 
harmony with the Master’s prayer, 
“Sanctify them through Thy Truth: 
Thy Word is Truth“ (John xvii, 17). 


Are We Not All Christians? 

Our topic must be, What is the Gos- 
pel of which St. Paul was not asham- 
ed—“ the faith once delivered unto the 
saints’—“one Lord. one Faith, one 
Baptism” (Jude 3; Ephesians iv, 5). 

The speaker showed that the Roman 
Catholic Church, in order to unite with 
others, would need to cut out of ber 
creed everything not found in the Bible 
—prayers to saints, homage to pictures 
and images, the sacrifice of the mass, 
holy candles, holy water. Purgatory. 
the infallibility of the Pope and the 
general theory that the clergy alone 
are the Church and brethren of Christ, 
and the laity are merely the children 
of the Church. He acknowledged that 
80 great a concession could scarcely be 
expected at once; that the study of the 
Bible must prepare Catholics to accept 
it as the only standard of the “faith 
orice delivered to the saints." 

The Protestant Episcopal creed next 
had attention. Little that was objec- 
tlonable was found. One point alone 
could cause any hesitancy, he was sure 
—Apostolic Succession. * He urged that 
no Scripture could be found sustaining 
this theory in clear terms. On the con- 
trary, he gave numerous citations in 
proof that the twelve Apostles only 
possessed plenary inspiration and were 
directly under Divine control—St. Paul 
taking the place of Judas. These are 
the twelve foundation stones. of the 
New Jerusalem, and the foundations 
of the holy temple mentioned by St. 
Peter—the twelve authorized by the 
Master to bind or to loose from doc- 
trines and practices (Matt. xviii, 18). 


Election— Foreordination—Predestina- 
tion. 

The Westminster Confession, the 
foundation of the majority of Pro- 
testant creeds, distinctly emphasizes 
the teachings of Brother John Calvin. 
We can all agree that the words elect 
and election. predestinated and fore- 
ordained are Scriptural terms and 
that a truth must underlie and per- 
vade them, But it will give none of 
us any pain to repudiate entirely the 
peculiar definitions attached to these 
words by Brother Calvin, Surely we 
are all prepared to deny that a God 
of Justice, Wisdom, Love and Power 
foreordained and predestinated from 
before the foundation of the world 
that everybody but the “elect” should 
go to eternal torment! If we cannot 
all agree as to what these terms mean, 
we can unite in denying the atrocious 
doctrines of the past which have 80 
greatly dishonored our Creator and 
ourselves and which have driven so 
many honest minds away from God 
and from His Book. 

Baptists and Disciples, Pastor Rua- 
sell declared, have something further 
to surrender. Surely they may keep 
water immersion, Surely they may 
claim that, more fully than sprink- 
ling, it represents the underlying 
thought expressed in the symbol, The 
unreasonable and unseriptural thing 
which they must renounce’ in ‘favor 
of onion Is that water immersion in a

The Methodist Oreed Wai next ex- 
amined. It was commended for the 
prominence it gives to the Love of 
God and His forbearance with the mis-: 
representations of those who honestly 
seek to be His. children. “The speaker 
asked the Methodist brethren to fore- 
go the worshiping of their Church and 
to give the more homage to the Lord. 
He admitted the magterfulness' of their 
organization, but reminded them that 
their Episcopacy is not modeled after 
anything shown in the New ‘Testament. 
It does not even pretend to be an at- 
thority along the lines of Apostolic 
Succession. They must admit that tie 
establishment of its Bishopric was, at 
least, semi-fraudulent—a. supposed 
emergency, born of the error that an 
Episcopal ordination was necessary to. 
an authority to preach. 


Hell and Purgatory Must Go, 
Unitedly we must all acknowledge 


-that we grossly misunderstood the 


teaching of our Bible when we believ- 
ed and taught that our Almighty Cre- 
ator prepared a great hell, manned 
with fire-proof demons, with the fore- 
knowledge that all of our race would 
go thither except as a certain few 
would be’ specially rescued by the 
Savior, after His coming, when He was 
not sent for over four thousand years 
after the fall. Looking back to the 
“Dark Ages.“ we behold with horror 
the terrible effects of this blasphemous 
doctrine upon good men of that time, 
who thought they were copying the 
Divine spitit and methods when they 
burned one another at the stake, 

As we have learned that Purgato 
is not taught in the Bible, so also 
have learned that this hell of our fore- 
fathers is unscriptural—that the Bible 
hell is the grave, the tomb, the state 
of death. This just penalty for sin is 
what the Bible everywhere teaches. 
We now know that the Hebrew word 
sheol of the. Old Testament, and the 
Greek word hades of the New Testa- 
ment refer to the grave, the state of 
death, the tomb; and that they are so 
translated more times than they are 
rendered hell. We now know that in 
old English literature the word hell 
was so used as signifying a pit, a cov- 
ered place, a grave. The Pastor an- 
nounced that free pamphlets, discuss- 
ing the word hell and the parable of 
The Rich Man and Lazarus, etc., 
would be distributed by the ushers. 

The Divine Plan of the Ages. 

With our hearts and heads agreed to 
discard those features of our creeds 
not found in the Bible and, as far as 
possible, to harmonize what we do 
find therein, what is the result? Is it 
the Gospel of which St. Paul was not 
ashamed? The speaker submitted that 
it is, and believes that all Christians 
could heartily unite and fellowship 
upon its broad basis. 

John Calvin and our forefathers 
were right in declaring that the Scrip- 
tures teach the “election” of a “little 
flock”; but they were wrong in claim- 
ing that the great mass of humanity, 
the non-elect, are “passed by.“ routed 
for eternal torture. On the contrary 
they all go to the Bible hell, the grave. 
They are all unconscious there.. The 
Divine promise guarantees the resur- 
rection of the dead, both the just and 
the unjust, by One Who gave His life 
for their redemption—“Who died, the 
Just for the unjust“ (I Peter lii, 18). 

In a word, merely the “called of 
God” are belug dealt with in the pres- 
ent time, although the remainder of 
mankind ore having a “witness” and 
are learning lessons which will be 
valuable to them when their trial time 
shall come. We have not in the past 
sufficiently noted the difference be- 
tween the Church and the world. The 
Church is invited to walk the “narrow 
way” in the footprints of the Redeem- 
er, bearing the cross with him. The 
faithful are promised a share with 
Him in His heavenly glory, honor and 
immortality. 

But nothihg is said about torment- 
ing the world, The entire race of 
Adam has been under condemnation 
for six thousand years. The coming 
of Jesus and His death were not in- 
tended to increase man's condemna- 
tion, but, by providing for their resur- 
rection, to set.them free from Adamic 
condemnation—to give to each and to all 
a full, fair opportunity to demonstrate 
their love of sin or love of righteous- 
ness, when the latter shall be fully as 
easy as the former—during Messiah's 
glorious reign of righteousness—the 
thousand years. The reward for well- 
doing will then be human perfection 
in a sinlesa Paradise restored. 

Realizing Wesley's Ideal. 

Brother John Wesley lived in a time 
when practically all Christians had ac- 
cepted Brother Calvin's theory that 

God had foreordained the great mass 
of humanity to eternal misery. Brother 
Wesley's heart was tender and) sym- 
pathetic. He could not believe that 
his gracious Creator and loving Re- 
deemer could possibly have been 
guilty of originating such a diabolical 
Plan. Wesley's heart and tongue re- 


belied, Let others preach foreordina- 
tion to torment, for nop-elect infants, 
as wel) na the gray-haired, in a fiery 
dell. He could not do so. He must 
preach a God of Love who would not 
condemn His- creatures to torture 
at least not without some opportunity, 
But handicapped by the error respect- 
ing hell poor Brother Wesley was in a 
and dilemma. He knew not how any 
could get to the awful place without 
Divine f wiedge. And he knew 
not how nize such Divine 
r with , Divine Love. 
Why asbould such creatures as Divine 
grace could not save from oternal tor-

Pastor Russell declares that the 
ot the times, in conjunction with 
the prophecies of the Scriptures, clear 
540 indicate to him that we are lying in 
the harvest time” of this Age, which 
is\drawing to a close—in the dawning 
time of the New Dispensation, which 
Win soon be ushered in. He wished 
his hearers to clearly distinguish be- 
tween this teaching and the common 
teaching represented ‘in all of our 
creeds. Our hymn ‘books, like our 
creeds, tell of the End of this Age as 
the end of hope—“the wreck of matter 
aud the crash of worlds,” in a huge 
bonfire. The Bible, on the coutrary, 
slows that the most blessed days of 
the world’s experiences are about to be 
ushered in. The eléction of the Church 
completed, the saints, , glorified with 
the Redeemer on thé spirit plane, in- 
visible to men, will take control of 
earth’s affairs.

If any man on earth is qualified to 
speak on auvertising it is Hugh Ohal- 
mers, head of the Ohalmers Motor 
Company, and if lw praises newspa- 
pers as advertising mediums—as the 
best mediums, in fact—editors of 
Dewspapera may be justly proud uud 
accept hia gtatéments ag faot. 

Mr. Ohalgiera. begat Nis career as 
office boy fur the National Cash Reg 
{ster Company, in time beunme its 
sales manager at a salary of $72,000 a 
year, aud all this through bis keen 
knowledge uf advertising. 

His speech in part before the Pab- 
liolty Olub of Springfietd, Maes\, is 
us follows: 

“There are two extnses why any’ 
man should not advertise. The frat 
oue is, ‘I have so mach business— why 
advertise?” The d one is, ‘I 
have go little business I cannot afford 
to advertise. So it a man is look- 
ing for an exouse between these two 
he always nas one. 

“IL believe that newspapers are the 
best mediums for advertising because 


the people are always looking for“ 


news. They buy a newspaper to-read 
the news, and they stumdle into the 
advertising. I believe in all kinds of 
medlums— magazines. both weekly 
aud monthly, and weekly newspapers. 
I believe in any medium that has le- 
gitimate vircalation, but I particular- 
ly believe in the newspapers as boing 
the best way of reaching the people 
with almost anything you have to 
sell, 

I‘ believe that advertising and 
salesmauship are the chief factors in 
distribution, aud the relutionship be- 
tween the two is the closest — in faut, 
they are inseparable, because all ad- 
vertising is salesmanship and all rales- 
manship is advertising. If you waut 
one word that will tuke tne place of 
both that one word ia ‘teaching.’ Ad- 
vertising and salesmanship are teach- 
ing people to believe lu you aud in 
the goods you have to sell. In ad- 
vertising, however, you are talking 
to thousands or perhaps hundreds of 
thousands of people ata time, while 
in salesmanship you are talking tg one 
or two persons at a time. so. that it 
might properly be said that advertis- 
ing vondtots a public school, while 
salesmansuip gives individual lessons, 
bot in each one you are teaching. 
whether it be in printed advertising 
or in oral salesmanship. 

No let's consider the advertising 
aide of this question for a few mo- 
ments. As I have said before, I don't 
think it is possible tu get up any set 
of rules governing advertisjug, be- 
cause just as surely as you try to do 
this you will find the roles won't 
work. Instead ef being a set of rales 
advertising mainly consists of having 


tine right idea and using it at the 


right time. That sonads simple, and 
it is, too, but it is one of those things 
so iufernally simple that they are 
hard We make it hard sometimes 
because we try to gå abont it with a 
sut of rules which some one nas told 
ns about, or we try to apply to it oth- 
er tests instead of trying to apply to 
it the one test of simplicity and plain. 
ness und of common sense. To my 
mind there are only three fundamen- 
tal principles in advertising, uud these 
are ns follows; First, be honest; 
second, be sehsible; third, be rersist- 
ent. 

Isay ‘be honest’ because every 
advertiser should remember that ad- 
vertising doewu’t create value—it 
merely telie of it. The value has tu 
be in the article itself. Advertising 
never added to or detracted from any 
article ever sold, and, while it is pos- 
sible through ‘advertisirg to create a 


lot of first orders through mlarepru- 
sentation, bar would be impossible 
ta repeat sath an advertising cam- 
paign, and no permanent success was 
evor built up on mwisrepresentation or 
misstatement. 

“I say ‘be sensible’ because -there 
are 80 many meu who seem to talk 
about everything eles but the right 
thing when they get to writing ad- 
vertising copy. Be sensible because 
the majority of people who read copy 
are endowed with good common sense. 

‘I say ‘be persistent’ becanse you 
have to keep everlustingly at it. Peo- 
ple soon forget~there is so much to 
attract their attention—and uniess we 
keep persistently at advertising we 
had better not begin at all. An my 
good friend Colonel Lafe -Youug of 
Des Moines has said, ‘Every man, 
woman and vhild lu this country 
knows that a railroad crossing is dav- 
gerous, but the railroads don't take 
dowu their Stop, Look, Listen’’ 
signs.’ Keep up advertising and be 
persistent. Why? Because the hard- 
est thing to find today is yesterday's 
acwepaper. If you don’. think so, 
try to find ouè, 

“There is no particular mystery 
about advertising. In the last anal- 
lysis it is simply common sense plus 
privter’s ink.’’ .

NEW CATTLE FEED. 


A Grain Which ie Drought Resisting 
Discovered on Experimental 
Farm In Wyoming. 


According to Professor B. C. Buffum, 
formerly ot the Oolorado Agricultural 
college And now in charge of the Wor- 
land experimental farm in the Big 
Horn basin, Wyoming, a new cattle 
feeding grain haus been developed ‘at 
the Wyoming farm after four years’

SERMON 


Pastor Russell's Discourse on 


the True Church, Past, 


— 


London, April 9 
Again Pastor Rus- 
sell had a most in- 
telligent and at- 
tentive audience, 
amongst whom 

were many 
ters of all denomi- 
H nations. His text 
4 wasp “The Church 
of ‘the First-dorwe, 
whose names are 
written in heaven” (Hebrews XII, 23). 

He urged that the subject be ap- 
proached prayerfully and honestly— 
that all who see that there was but 
one Church in the beginning, establish- 
ed by the Redeemer, see also that 
there will be but the one Church in 
the end, the Church Triumphant’ in 
glory, “the Bride, the Lamb's Wife.“ 
For the same reason that there have 
been doctrines many amongst the fol- 
lowers of Jesus, there have been 
churches many, as representing those 
doctrines, 

As last Sunday the question was, 
“What is the True Gospel?" and ab we 
found that true Gospel more or less 
scattered in all the various creeds, and 
none of them the pure and unadulter- 
ated Gospel, so to-night we should be 
prepared to find that the one true 
urch of Christ for the past eighteen 
centuries has been scattered here and 
fhere amongst various denominations, 
and that not one of these denomina- 
tions is the true Church. _Not one of 
them can claim to contain all the 
“wheat” and none of the “tares,” Not 
one of them can claim to contain all 
of the saints and no hypocrites. The 
time was when the varions divisions 
of the Christian Church severally laid 
claim to being the one and only 
Church. But that time has passed, so 
far as the people are concerned, and 
has passed so far as the majority of 
the clergy are concerned. 


“That They All May Be One.” 


I am not here to charge intentional 
wrong-doing on the part of any of the 
divisions of the Christian Church, sald 
Pastor Russell. On the contrary, | 
shall assume that the framers of the 
various creeds were sincere, honest 
men; and that the original followers 
of those creeds were sincere, and that 


‘| a few today may be equally sincere. 1 


shall assume, however, that the ma- 
jority of Christians, ministers and 
laymen, realize that the sectarian 
fences are largely composed of miscon- 
ceptions of the Divine Word and Pian 
and that the causes whichgoriginally 
led to Church divisions h consid- 
erably disappeared. If we can now 
recognize one true Gospel we may all 
reunite, in harmony with our Master's 
prayer, that All may be one, as Thou 
Father, and I are one.” 

I remind you again of the simplicity 
of this Gospel which ognizes the 
broad outlines of the Divine Plan and 
allows each individual to see as many 
of the finer lines of the same as his 
spiritual development will permit. On 
that broad basis of Christian wnion 
the early Christians were one and rep- 
. e A division. St. Paul rebuk- 

ho said. I am of Paul: 1 
vei of Apollos; I am of Peter“ (I Corin- 
thians 1. 12. As only Christ died for 
us all, He alone must be recognized as 
our Savior. As He is the Head of the 
Church and the only Head, He only 
must be recognized. As all ye are 
brethren, o the class distinction as 
between clergy and laity must be abro- 
gated that we all may be one Church 
‘with one Lord, one Faith and one Bap- 
tism and one God and Father over all 
(Ephesians iv. 5). 


“Babylon the Great, the Mother of Har- 
lots.” 
How the divided Church, with clash- 
ing creeds, appears to the Almight9, 
He tells us, calling it Babylon—which 
signifies confusion. And who can deny 
the appropriateness of the name?, In 
times past Catholics have applied this 
name to the Protestant sects, and the 
Protestanta\in turn have applied it to 
the Chürch of Rome. But when we 
come to examine the Scriptures on the 
subject they seem to include all—the 
Church: of Rome being represented as 
the mother Church and the various 
Protestant Churches as ber daughters, 
The charge of harlotry which the Lord 
makes against mother and daughters 
must be acknowledged. although with 
some this hurlotry has been more open 
and pronounced than with others. 
Using the “Jewish marriage ceremony 
as the basis, of the figure, all Chris- 
tians, as members of the true Church, 
are declared to be “espoused to one 
husband, which fs Christ” (I1 Corin- 
thians xi. 2). Under the Jewish custom 
the espousal brought the woman un- 
der the same obligation of chastity as 
though the marriage had taken pince, 
Thus the Church, by her vow to her 
Lon, is obligated to the full, although 
the marriage with the Heavenly Bride 
groom will not take place until His 
Betond Advent and the change of the 
espoused from earthly to heavenly con 
ditions, for “flesh and blood cannot in“ 


‘| herit. the Kingdom of God“ (Revela- 
i | tion xix, 7; John xiv, 8; I Cor, xv, 50. 


Spiritual harlotry is the condition in 
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geveral European. governmen f ‘Oth, 
ern ot our Protestant Ch Wing 
no opportunity tor ati with 
earthly governments, have become vnit- 
ed to worldly systems, worldly organ- 
izations of their own, in which, as a 
rule, wealth, mammon, sits at the head 
of the table. “Like mother, Itke daugh- 
ters is an old saying, Instead of 
charging this whole matter upon otb- 
ers, let us each récogtize and take to 
heart our own share. for, which ‘we 
ate responsible. ` 

As the @octrinal errors which caused 
vur divisions gradually developed dur- 
ing a long od of darkness, go our 
“developmen along ines -of spirit- 
ual harlotry were gradual, it is not 
for us to quarrel with the facts, which 
are undeniable, but to sincerely re 
pent of the wrong condition and re- 
nounce it. Coming back to the one 
faith, we should come back also to the 
one Lord. 80 doing He will graciously 
receive us and thenceforth His name 
alone will be quite suficient. We will 
no longer need to style ourselves Ro- 
man Christians, English Obristians, 
Lutheran Christians. Calvinistic Chris- 
tians—but all such names Will be ab- 
horred as reminders of the unfaithful- 
ness which we now deplore. As the 
name Christian was sufficient for the 
early Church it is sufficient today for 
all heartily glad to abandon errors of 
the past and to come together as the 
one “Church of the Living God.“ 

As for the one baptism, let us concede 
what the Scriptures claim and declare, 
namely, that the, water immersion is 
merely a symbol or picture of the 
burial of the individual's twill and Inter- 
ests in death—like unto and In fellow- 
ship with our Lord's .self-renounce- 
ment, even unto death. Thus all of the 
consecrated, of whatever denomina- 
tion, can be recognized as members of 
the one true Ohurch if they ate dead 
with Christ to the world, Its hopes and 
alms— buried with Him by baptism into 
His. death, which death to the flesh (ac~ 
tepted by the Father) constitutes us 
members of the one Body of Christ. 
the true Church. If thus baptized into 
His death, we sbail share also in His 
resurrection, says the Apostle (Romans 
vi, 4, 5). 


The Church In the Wilderness. 

Is it asked, Where bas the true 
Church been during all the eighteen 
centuries since the Aposties dled! We 
answer that the Scriptures picture ber 
as going into the wilderness condition, 
out of public view, for twelve hundred 
and sixty years of this time. As pride. 
pomp. arrogance and error came into 
prominence, meekness, gentleness, love. 
simplicity, gradually retired. ‘Through 
the long period of the dark ages“ uo 
history of the true Uhurch was written, 
just as no such history or record of her 
can be written today. 

Since none of the various denomina: 
tions is the true Church, therefore 
the history of none of these gives her 
history. As her members are Scrip- 
turally declared to contain not many 
wise, not many learned. erefore 
scattered amongst ali the various 
creeds and churches, and some outside 
of them all, the espoused, chaste “vir- 
gin” of the Lord is not a prominent 
feature in Church affairs and is whol- 
ly unknown to the world. Indeed, 
these, while in the world. are not of 
it and usually are disesteemed. Au the 
Master said, Marvel not if the world 
hate you. Ye know that it bated Me 
before it hated you. If ye were of the 
world, the world would love its own 
(I John ffi, 13; John xv. 18, 10). 

Ik. then. the spirit-begotten ones, con- 
stituting the Lord's bétrothe! virgin 
Church, are few. und if thut few be 
acattered amongst the four hundred 
millions nominally styled Christendom, 
it follows that they are greatly in the 
minority and could have comparatively 
little influence today even if they were 
ever so determined and energetic. The 
masses and classes rule. Wealth, learn- 
ing, earthly interests and earthly pow- 
er are better pleased with present con- 
ditions than with those which God's 

Word promises will be established 
when Messiah shall take to Himself 
His great power and begin His reign 
of Hy bteousness.

To the counties named there Wery 
sixty five fires in 1910, which burned 
over 17,586 acres of woodland, oaus- 
ing an estimated damege of $96,294. 
About half of these’ fires were extin- 
guished by the forest wardens and 
their assistants at a dost of $181 50.) 
the others were either extinguished 
by the land owners or allowed to burn 
out. f 

Thirteen ot the sixty five fires were 
started from unknown causes; Of the 
fifty two that were started from 
known causes, twenty three were 
daused by burning seago fields, brush, 
eto; twenty were started by railroads, 
four by hunters, two by wischievous 
boys, one by a travtion engine, one by 
s saw mill, und one was reported us 
incendiary. 

It is strikingly shown’ that the two 
common canses of forest fires in the 
State are brush burning, which re- 
aut led in forty ‘four per cent of the 
fires, and the railroads, including log- 
ging looumati veg, thirty eight per 
deut. i 

In the other counties of the State, 
not reporting thers nre fewer forest 
fires, but as there are no forest war- 
dens there is lack of defiuite taforma- 
tion. It is probable that the total 
record for the State would be not less 
than 20 000 Aurea burned over, with 
ah approximate dawage of §100.000. 

By far the wont destractive forest 
fire was in St, Mary's county, in 
April, 1910, when nearly 9000 acres 
were barned over,’ causing a loss, in- 
olading buildings, of over $50,000. In 
the other oconhties of the State, with 
the exception of Garrett, Howard. 
Montgomery, Prince George's sod 
Worcet#er, the fire damage for 1910 
was less than tliat for 1909.

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What If the Dead Should Not Rise, 
Would This’ Affect Christian 
“Faith and Doctrines and 
Prove Them All False? 


PASTOR RUSSELL PROVES IT SO 


London, April 10. 
ehe London Tab. 
i ernacle was crowd. 
ed to hear Pastor 
f Russell's Easter 
| sermon on “The 
Resurrection. Hope 
the Only One.” His 
text was from I 
Corinthians xv, 12- 
18;— 

“How say. some 
among you that there is no resurrec: 
tion of the dead? *,* * If Christ be not 
risen, then is our preaching vain and 
your faith is also vain. ** Then they 
also which are fallen asleep in Christ 
are perished.” He said;— 

For years God's people have had ex- 
cellent Bibles, and thus have been 
blessed far In advance of our brethren 
who lived during the Dark Ages, But 
we have read our Bibles too carelessly 
and often have most of ns wondered 

t the great stress St. Paul laid upon 
the resurrection. Rarely is the subject 
preached upon now and rarely is it 
ever thought of except as an absurdity. 
The reason for this is not far to seek. 
From childhood we have been taught 
that nobody is dead—that in dying ev- 
erybody, good and bad, becomes more 
alive than ever before; that this alive- 
ness, to the saintly few, means spir- 
itual powers and an immediate en- 
trance into heaven, death being swal- 
lowed up in life. The unsaintly masses 
also, we are told, have quickened wensi- 
Hilities after dying—they become more 
alive, more able to appreciate and suf: 
fer pain. 

Out Catholic neighbors tell us that 
the majority immediately go to Pur- 
gatory, there to be tried by various 
sufferings and tortures, and later, en- 
ter heaven. Our Protestant teachings 
‘pave been to the effect that the un- 
saintly masses, unfit for the presence 
of God and the holy, will be consigned 
to an eternity of awful torture and 
made very much more alive to suffer- 
ing than before. Thus we have been 
taught to believe that death is a portal 
or door into an intenser life—that no- 
body is dead. Many of us perplexed 
ourselves, and were perplexed by oth- 
ers, with questions respecting how 
there could be a “resurrection of the 
dead” if nobody is dead. We avoided 
the question, or gave the answer, “Mys- 
tery; go run and play.” 

Some, indeed, attempted a patchwork 
of the matter and told us that those 
in heaven were happy, but not so hap- 
py as though they had bodies and that 
after thousands of years of craving for 
a body (which they, had used for only 
a few years), they would get it back 
again for all eternity. Others sald. 
“No, our bodies have been only a clog 
and a hindrance and from the moment 
of death we will be better off without 


them; and we do not know why the 


Bible should;teach a resurrection of 
the dead, to get back bodies that we 
would be glad to be rid of.“ Respect- 
ing the wicked, we said that after 
roasting. for centuries without a body, 
then, to intensify their pain, the body 
would be resurrected and they would 
have double suffering, What bosh! 
What foolishness!” Ie it any wonder 
that many\of the bright minds of the 
world learned to doubt everything con- 
nected with religion and the Bible? 
Rather the wonder is that, seeing 
things so obscurely, we did not all re- 
pudiate everything. 


Now What Do We Find? 

With the clearing of the mists of ig- 
norance and superstition, with a better 
tight reflected from one page to an- 
other of the Bible, the resurrettion sub- 
ject clarifies and the statements of 
Jesus and the Apostles and Prophets, 
which we, thought so strange. become 
luminous and soul-satistying. 

When once we see that “the wages 
of sin is death” and not eternal tor- 
ment; and that the Bible hell is the 
tomb and not a flery furnace; and that 
all mankind go to sheol, ft hades, just 
as did our Savior; then we begin to 
see that what we all need is to be 
saved from sheol, from hades, as was 
thé Savior. A resurrection-salvation 
is thus the salvation hope of the 


Church and of the world. 


What a relief this: gives us as re- 
spects parents, children, neighbors, 
friends and the heathen, who have 
died out of Christ. unaaintly! What 
comfort it brings to know that they 
are sleeping in the great prison-house 
of death, unconscious of the lapse’ of 
time, waiting for the Redeemer, Who 
will as King set up His Kingdom in 
glory, associating His Bride with Him, 
self for the blessing of all the families 
of the earth. The bringing forth of 
the prisoners out of the prison-hovac

Our Common Version 
Bible declares that our Lord’s soul 
was saved from) hell—hades (Acts. il, 
27-31). 

David, in the» oia Testament. „ised 
the word sheol. St. Peter, in the New 
Testament, used the word hades. ‘There 
is no dispute amongst scholars as td 
what is signified. The words sheol and 
hades are well known to refer, not to a 
Place of suffering or torture or anima“ 
tion of any kind, but to the pncon- 
sciousness of the death stats Jesus 
arose from the dead, from hades, the 
grave, and not from a place of torment. 
The so-called Apostles’ Creed declares 
that Jesus descended into hell, but 
arose from the dead on the third day. 
All scholars know that nothing in the 
words sheol and hades has any relation · 
ship to fire or pain or suffering or con- 
sciousness, and thus this phrase of the 
Apostles’ Creed is universally ex- 
plained. a 

As Jesus descended into hades, so do 
all mankind: As the Father raised 
Him from the dead on the third day. 
so it is promised that He will raise us, 
the Church, from the dead. More than 
this, the unjust also, those who have 
not been approved of God in the pres- 
ent life, shall all be awakened from 
the sleep of death. They will come 
forth informed respecting sin, having 
lived under b reign of Sin and Death. 
They will cco forth that they may 
learn the ways; of righteousness, the 
reward of which fs life everlasting. 
The glorified Jesus ae glorified 
Church, the Bride, win the Royal 
Priesthood, whoae' special work for a 
thousand years will be the uplifting of 
mankind, not only from the tomb, but 
also to perfection of life. “every man 
in his own order“ or rank. The uplift- 
ing will bless as many as are willing, 
lifting them from the degradation and 
meanness, and imperfection into which 
all have fallen by one man's disobedi- 
ence, under the laws of heredity. 

Burst the Bars of Death. 

In the poetic language of the hymn, 
Christ Jesus “burst the bars of death” 
in His resurrection. It was not pos: 
sible for Him’ to be holden of death, 
writes the Apostle (Acts ii. 24), The 
Divine verdict went forth that He had 
been faithful and that to Him should 
come the reward of life upon the high- 
est plane—the divine nature (Kphesians 
1. 20, 21). 

Qur fancies may legitimately picture 
that the holy angels marveled at the 
Hedeemer’s experiences from the time 
that He left the heavenly glory and 
was made flesh and dwelt amongst us 
until, by His resurrection change, He 
returned again from the earthly na- 
turé to the heavenly plane, far above 
angels.” As they sang at, His nativity 
a rapturous song of glad tidings of 
gteat joy to all people, so they were 
filled ‘with amazement, surely, at how 
the Father permitted Him to be tempt- 
ed and tried and poured for Him His 
cup of suffering, which He drained to 
the dregs, They marveled when “He 
died, the Just for the unjust.“ They 
looked, and wondered, as hour after 
hour He remained in the tomb—dead. 
Their loyalty to the Heavenly Father 
was tested during that period, but was 
rewarded when they beheld that Di- 
vine power raised Him up even to a 
more excellent glory than that which 
He had before. 

With what alacrity the angels must 
have acknowledged the risen One, in 
barmony with the Father’s declaration, 
“Let all the angels of God worship 
Him." “Worthy is the Lamb to re 
ceive glory and honor, dominion, might 
and power.“ The polnt to be specially 
noticed is the change of nature which 
our Redeemer experienced in His resur 
rection. That change did not take place 
during the three days of Jesus’ bori: 
al, but during the three and a half 
years of His ministry, which ended 
with His resurrection; When thirty 
years of age He gave Himself—He sur 
rendered His earthly privileges ond 
rights and hopes into the Father's 
hands, to be obedient to everything 
which Divine providence might per: 
mit. At that moment His sacrifice of 
His fleab was accepted. The evidence 
of its acceptance wis the Impartation 
of the Holy Spirit, which as a dove 
rested upon Him and exercised n 
quickening and illuminating Influence 
upon His mind. enabling Him to un 
derstand more than baman things and 
to perform more than human acts, 

It was Jesus, a New Creature, be 
paton of the Spirit af Jordan. that did 

mighty works of the Father. Hl 

flesh, His humanity, was gradually laid 

down sacrificially, in harmony with 

the Divine providerces. He drank the 

cup” which the Father poured for Him) 

Divine Power “Brought From the Dead 
the Great Shepherd.”

Christ the Firet-Fruita. 

“But now, is. Christ risen from the 
dead and become the first-fruits of 
them that slept” (verse 20). Ah, thank 
God, the Apostle did not mean to in- 
ainuate the possibility of our Lord's 
not havifg risen. Merely, he would 
put the 8 that we might see 
how weighty is the subject—how much 
depends on the answer, He exultantly 
answers, “Christ is tisen!” We re- 
joice in this for several feasons. Firat, 
how sad it would be if He who' laid 
aside His glory and was made flesh 


+ | and tasted death on our behalf should 


bave lost by His loyal endeavor’ to 
serve us and to do the Father's will: 
How glad we are that He is risen, and 
that He was not raised again in the 
fesh, with the losa of His heavenly 
glory, but raised as the King of all, far 
above all others. and partaker of the 
vine nature! . 

Secondly, we are glad on our own 
account, and on account of all mat- 
kind; for if our Lord Jesus bad not 
been raised from the dead it would 
have proven ode of two things—either 
that He had not been faithful—up to 
the Divine standard, and therefore 
that His life could not.be a satisfaction 
for the human life lost in Adam, or else 
it would have proved that God, who 
had promised to raise Him from the 
dead if He would be obedient unto 
death, had been unable to do so; and. 
if unable to raise Him from the dead. 
we, likewise, would be without hope, 
even if our sins were cancelled by vir- 
tue of His sacrifice. 

The Apostie’s words give a further 
suggestion: Our Lord in His resurrec- 
tion became the first-fruits of them 
that slept.” This signifies that none 
was ever raised from the dead before 
Him. As another Scripture declares, 
“He was the first that should arise 
from the dead.” There were indeed 
others awakened from the tomb, by 
Jesus Himself and also previous to 
His Advent. But they were merely 
awakened, not lifted fully up out of 
death conditions to perfect life. The 
Redeemet was the first to have such 
un experience. But the Apostle's 
words mean more. If Jesus was the 
first-fruits of them that slept, there 
must of necessity be after-fruits. And 
this the Apostle proceeds to prove, de- 
claring that “as all in Adam die, even 
so all in Christ shall be made alive” 
(I Corinthians xv, 22). Glorious resur- 
rection hope! Precious Bible! The one 
Book alone which teaches a resurrec- 
tion of the dead, or that the dead are 
dead.

nature. His text was. He was put to 

death iñ flesh, but quickened in spirit” 
(I Peter iii, 18). The speaker said: 

In the past those of us who contin- 
ued to believe in the resurrection of the 
dead, held some inconsistent theories 
respecting the matter which served to 
make the resurrection’ doctrine the 
more absurd in the minds of those op- 
posed. For instance, we claimed that 
the Logos, the Son of God, left the 
heavenly or spirit nature and, accord- 
ing to the Scriptures, was made flesh, 
and that He was resurrected from the 
dead a human or fleshly being and as- 
cended to beayen with a body of flesh. 
In the same breath we acknowledged 
that human nature is a little lower 
than the angelic; and thus, while still 
wishing to honor the Redeemer and to 
see wisdom and love in the Heavenly 
Father's Plan, we assumed that the 
Savior, since His ascension, has had 
a body inferior to that of the angels 
and out of harmony with His surround- 
ings; and that this is to be to all eter- 
nity a part of the cost of human re- 
demption. 

How absurd! Do not the Scriptures 
particularly tell us that in His resur- 
rection the Son was highly exalted by 
the Father, far above angels, prinel- 
palities and powers and every name 
that is named? Do they not tell us 
that “flesh and blood cannot inherit 
the Kingdom of God?” Do they not 
tell us that the elect Church, in order 
to be the Bride of Messiah and His as- 
sociate in the heavenly Kingdom, must 
be “changed, in a moment, in the twin- 
kling of an eye.” in order that she may 
be made like Him, and because flesh 
and blood cannot Inherit the King- 
dom“? We have been too careless in 
our study of the Divine Word. Ou this 
subject, as upon others, we have as- 
sumed that our forefathers of the 
“Dark Ages" understood the matter 
thoroughly. We forgot that those who 
lost se much of the Holy Spirit that 
they could burn fellow-Christians at 
the stake were quite likely to be more 
or less confused on all questions, But 
“the path of the just is as‘a shining 
light, shining more and more unto the 
perfect day.“ and it is now our priv- 
Uege to learn the way of the Lord more 


‘perfectly, in the light now shining upon 
| the Bible through the ald of our won- 


dertul concordances and other Bible 
study helps. 

Begotten of the Spirit—Then Born. 

Our diffeulty on this subject arose 
from our failure to understand that 
human and spirit natures are distinct, 
and that God has provided two dis- 
tinctly different salvations for man- 
kind—the salvation of this Age being 
exclusively spiritual, while that of the 
next Age will be exclusively human. 
We are not to think of these natutes 
as blending. but. according ‘to the 
Lord's Word. we are to view them as 
distinctly separate. Whoever is of the 
human nature jis earthly, ‘fleshly, 
whether perfect or degraded. Whoever 
fs of the spirit nature is heavenly, 
whether perfect or degraded. us, 
When “the Logos was made fesh and 
dwelt among us,” He was human, 
though unblemished. And the fallen 
angels are still spirit beings, although 
cut off from Divine fu vor and fellow- 
ship. In other words, human ‘nature 
is not an imperfect form of spirit na- 
ture but a totally separate and distinct 
nature. 

The Logos, the Only Begotten of the 
Father, “was made flesh“ (John 1. 14). 


He was not a spirit being incarcerated 


in a body of flesh and wearing it as a 
garment, or living in it ns a house. He 
became like others of the race, except 
that He was holy. harmless, separate 
from sinners,” while all others are sin- 
ners, imperfect. Like other men, the 
man Jesus was not n dual being—a 
spirit being living in a human frame, 
He was merely human. 

But the Redeemer became a dual Being 
when He received the begetting of the 
Holy Spirit at the time of His bap- 
tism. Thenceforth, for three and n 
half years. until: His crucifixion, He 
was dual. The flesh was the same; 
but the spirit-begetting recelved from 


the Father constituted Him a new Ego, | 


a new person. He not only thereafter 
bad new hopes, based upon Divine 
promises, but He had a new mind or 
new will hy Pag par ‘fluminated, quick- 
ened, enlightened by the Holy Spirit. 
From tbe time of His baptism His 
flesh (all that belonged to His human 
nature) was given up to dle in the 
carrying out of the Heavenly Father's 
purposes. Thenceforth the Spirit-be-

1). Indeed, as the Apostle reminds us, 
all the blessings of Divine providerfte 
are of the Father.

Light ana Portable Dishes Are a Fen- 
ture of the Repast—Chafing Dish 
Should Fi n the

In most households the Sanday night 
supper is a movable feast, to be eaten 
when appetites are agreeable. There 


is scarcely a housekeeper who does 


not regard it with mixed feelings of 
pleasure and pain; of pleasure be- 
cause there is a certain soctabillty 
about it that is delightful while it 
lasts, and ot pain betalise ot the work 
which follows afterward, It is easy 
enough in the getting and great fun 
in the eating, but when at u late hour, 
after much gayety at table, the poor 
young “housekeeper is confronted by 
an enormous and indiscriminate pile of 
unwashed dishes on the kitchen-tabie, 
a shadow has invaded the household, 
and what appeared to have been a sim- 
ple repast now seems to have taken 
all the dlahes in the press: Tue men 
in the family usually help to carry out 
the dishes, but this is a mistake, be 
cause when the male contingent under- 
takes this part of the evening's work, 
it is usually necessary to scrape the 
bottoms of the plates as well as the 
tòps. 


A Sundáy night supper, however, 
may be planned with a view to saving 
labor, and still be everything that 
could be desired. Coming as it does, 
after the heavy early dinner, it should 
consist of dishes of a light and palata- 
ble nature, which will not tax the di- 
gestion, Sandwiches or plain sliced 
bread and butter are'a great help in 
the end, because they save the wash: 

of bread and butter plates. Two 
dishes are the very most that should 
be expected, and one should often be 
sufficient. There should be no desseit, 
because of the heavy dish which winds 
up most Sunday dinners. 


One of these dishes is generally pre- 


i| pared on the «chafing dish, while’ the 


other is préferably a salad: That 
makes only two plates all around. The 
chafing dish course may be anything 
from bacon and eggs or sausages, to 
creamed oysters and © mushrooms. 
Spaghetti is a favorite course, the 
spaghetti having been prepared earlier 
in the day and the tomato sauce made 
at the table on the chafing dish, Welsh 
rabbit is always popular. There is a 


` novelty about it that gives certain 


festivity to the meal. Other suitable 
dishes are creamed, eggs, creamed 
chicken, lobater a la Newburg, mush- 
Foom stew, piga in blankets,’ nudels au 
gratin, ete. 


It is a good idea to have a fruit 
salad for the second course, for this 
partakes of the nature of dessert and 
salad at the same time. Almost any 
fruit makes a delicious salad, but the 
best are pineapple, orange, grape fruit, 
chopped apple and lettuce, and pear. 
With the pineapple salad, a thin 
mayonaise is beat, with grape fruit or 
otange salads, French dre is used; 
and with apple or pear „ either 
kind.
